4///05  Me  No  Veto' 
Disarmament  Proposal 

GENEVA,  March  28 — (UPI) — The  West  handed  Russia 
a detailed  blueprint  today  for  a veto-free  watchdog  organiza- 
tion to  prevent  cheating  on  a proposed  disaiTnament  agree- 
ment. But  the  Soviets  quickly  dumped  cold  water  on  the  idea. 

The  Western  proposal  was  laid  before  the  10-nation  dis- 
armament conference  by  Italy’s  Deputy  Delegation  Chief 
Francisco  Calavetti  on  behalf  of  all  five  VVestern  pow'ers  rep- 
resented here.  Cavaletti  acted  for  Italian  Chief  Delegate  Gae- 
tano Martina,  who  returned  to  Rome  for  formation  of  a new 
government. 

ONE  OF  THE  chief  functions  of  the  new  disarmament 
organization,  Cavaletti  proposed,  should  be  to  set  up  machin- 
ery to  ban  nuclear  satellite  warfare  from  outer  space. 


The  Western  proposal  suggest- 
ed that  the  International  Dis- 
armament Organization  should 
have  a 14-member  executive 
committee,  some  permanent  and 
some  rotating  as  in  the  United 
Nations  Security  Council.  It  also 
would  have  a council  of  states 
and  a director  general. 

THERE  WOULD  be  no  veto, 
such  as  the  Soviets  have  used  to 
hamstring  the  U.  N.  Security 
Council. 

But  Russia’s  Valerian  Zorin 
criticized  the  Western  plan  with- 
out actually  rejecting  it. 

As  he  has  done  since  the  start 
of  the  conference,  he  insisted 
East  and  West  must  first  agree 
on  disarmament  steps  and  only 
then  talk  about  controls  against 
cheating. 


IOC  To  Choose 
Officers  Tonite 
For  Next  Year^

U.  S.  DELEGATE  Frederick 
M.  Eaton  told  Zorin  that  “If  we 
cannot  agree  on  a simple  first 
step,  it  is  useless  to  go  on  to 
others.” 

Eaton  quoted  a statement 
made  last  week  by  Secretary  of 
State  Christian  A.  Herter  that 
the  United  States  will  accept  no 
disarmament  agreement  which 
does  not  include  substantial  in- 
spection and  control  measures. 

Soviet  failure  to  face  this 
problem,  Eaton  said,  has  led  to 
failure  of  earlier  disarmament 
conferences,  and  he  implored 
Zorin  to  reconsider  his  s^and. 

CLOSING,  Eaton  said  the  con- 
trol problem  concerns  particu- 
larly those  nations  “Who  are  not 
here  and  who  are  perhaps  not  as 
well  defended  as  we  are.” 

Cavaletti  said  the  Internation- 
al Disarmament  Organization 
(IDO)  could  collect  information 
on  each  nation’s  armed  forces 
and  verify  whether  agreed  re- 
ductions were  carried  out. 

HE  SAID  it  could  install  mach- 
inery capable  of  controlling  nuc- 
lear production  for  warlike  pur- 
poses and  verify  the  transfer  of 
existing  nuclear  stocks  from 
military  to  peaceful  purposes. 

Zorin  said  the  IDO  i^ea  “em- 
braced not  only  control  but  also 
had  some  other  things  in  mind.”  |

In  a meeting  Friday  IOC  pres- 
ident Scott  Fisher,  AMS  presi- 
dent and  studentbody  president 
Rex  Lee  decided  to  let  Helaman 
Halls  men  have  representation 
in  IOC. 

ALL  FLOOR  organizations  at 
Helaman  Halls  wil  be  allowed  to 
participate  as  an  organization 
under  IOC.  This  will  give  them 
voting  rights.  The  proposal  from 
Friday’s  meeting  now  awaits 
only  the  approval  of  the  resi- 
dents. 

If  the  women  at  Heritage 
Halls  want  the  same  rights  or 
the  same  representation,  they 
need  only  contact  the  IOC  and 
“say  so,”  Fisher  said.

“We  are  attempting  to  determine  the  kinds 
of  animals,  types  of  habitats,  population  numbers 
and  movements  at  the  present  time,”  stated  Dr. 
Allred. 

AFTER  THE  ANIMALS  are  captured,  they 
are  sent  back  to  BYU  with  the  data  collected 
about  their  environment  habits  for  identification 
and  classification. 

Mammals  are  being  collected  in  the  field 
now.  To  determine  the  movements  of  mammals, 
members  of  each  species  are  caught  and  their 
toes  are  clipped. 

They  are  then  turned  loose  and  recaptured 
later  to  see  how  far  they  have  moved.  Kangaroo 
rats  have  been  found  to  range  a mile  from  the 
initial  “clipping”  stage. 

WHEN  THE  ANIMALS  have  been  properly 
classed  and  identified,  the  next  step  is  to  tie 
them  back  into  the  area  from  which  they  were 
taken.  An  ideal  situation  would  be  to  detonate 
several  more  test  bombs  and  then  note  the 
changes,  if  any,  in  the  animals  as  compared  to 
those  already  collected  and  observed. 

“However,  some  effects  won’t  show  up  for 
years,”  said  Dr.  Allred.  “This  is  necessarily  a 
long-term  project.” 

NOT  HAVING  ANY  information  about  the 
biological  setup  of  the  area  before  atomic  tests 
were  started -in  1951  poses  a problem  for  the  re- 
search group. 

Solving  this  problem  in  part  can  be  done  by 
studying  areas  which  are  contiguous  but  not  ap- 
parently affected  by  the  explosions.

Wells  Hits  Inaccuracies
